Sherman Regains Confidence 
in His Chances 


AND HIS FORCES SOLID AGAIN. 


Speculation and

Cuicaco, June 24.—[Special.]—The situa- 
tion is even in a worse condition than On yes- 
terday, when the convention adjourned with- 
outa ballot. Disagreement reigns supreme. 

The friends of each candidate say they will 
desert their choice. The Dlino’s, In- 
diana and Ohio delegations have been in ses- 
sion today, and have determined to keep theis 
candidates before the convention and to stick 
to them to the last. Iowa and Michigan are 
slightly wavering today, but will remain 
staunch on the first and second ballots tomor- 
row. It is safe to predict that the convention 
will again fail to agree tomorrow. There is 
really hardly a chance of a nominee being se- 
lected 

BEFORE TUESDAY EVENING, 
and that the probability is that there will be 
delays until Wednesday. It is a bitter battle, 
the scars of which will not be healed during 
the campain, unless some dark horse is in for 
nomination. The Blaine men are strong. 
They are fighting heroically for victory, but 
the friends of both Sherman and Harrison are 
their enemies. Blaine, they say, shall not, 
under any circumstances, receive the nomina- 
tion, but both Shermrn and [larrison are 
practically out of the race. Gresham was 
KILLED BY INGERSOLL’S SPEECH, 

and should he be withdrawn tomorrow, his 
forces will in all probability go to Allison, for 
one ballot, and then to Blaine. 

They are for anybody in preference to Har- 
rison. As the Sherman men, with the excep- 
tion of Ohioans, are bitterly opposed to both 
Blaine aud Gresham, they will probably make 
a break for Harrison after the second or third 
ballot tomorrow, and will use their every effort 
to defeat the Blaine aspirations. The dele- 
gates at this writing are truly in a muddle, and 
many do not know which way to turn. The 
battle is probaby 

THE BITTEREST EVER WAGED 
over a party nomination, and the effects of it 
will yot soon wear off. But it is just what the 
democrats wanted. It makes victory for 
Cleveland and Thurman more certain than 
ever. It matters not who the republican party 
nominates, defeat is theirs. This internal 
strife has already practically secured victory 
for their opponents—the democratic party. 
WHO WILL HE BE? 

The question now agitating the minds of the 
country, “‘who will be the nominee?’’ is as 
much undecided now as it was the first day 
the convention met. Although the Blaine men 
are fighting bravely, and outwardly appea 
confident, there is with them a deep internal 
feeling that they have failed, and their second 
choice is McKinley, of Ohio. The California 
delezation, the originators of the Blaine boom, 
today for the first time expressed themselves 
for a second choice, Major William McKinley. 
His name has been in many mouths today, 
and he will andoubtly loom up 
in tomorrow’s session with a large vote. He 
cannot, however, it is said, get a solid delega- 
tion from his own state, Ohio, and this will 
operate against his chances of success. Mc- 
Kinley has made a fine impression in the con- 
vention, and his declinations of any intended 
honor in the way of complimentary votes on 
Saturday, has won him many friends. The 
editorial in the New York Express this morn- 
ing, reproduced in the papers here, sirongly 
advocating him as a compromise man, has had 
much effect with the various delegations, and 
it might be said in truth that McKinley is 

THE FAVORITE AS A COMPROMISE MAN. 
New York is for Blaine, Depew has expressed 
himself for the plumed knight, and is of the 
opinion he will undoubtedly be the nominee, 
but should he fail, which now seems more than 
likely, the reigning opinion is that the fortu- 
nate one will be McKinley, of Ohio. Poth 
Emmons and Walker Blaine, sons of the 
mat from Maine, are here, and say their fath- 
er will not accept the nomination 
under any circumstances. However, his friends 
claim that he will accept it should 
it be unanimous. But from the present out- 
look it seems that it cannot under any circum- 
stanced be made unanimously, and everything 
now points to either McKinley or some one 
not inentioned in the convention. 

The crowd has thinned out considerably and 
the streets seemed deserted today in compari- 
gon with the c Tow ds of last week.

Cuicaco, June 24.—The presidential situa- 
tion is practically unchanged. Today has 
brought only a clearer understanding of the 
conditions under which this remarkable con- 
test is to be fought out. 

Gradually it has dawnéd upon the conven- 
tiou that certain men, pretending to repre- 
geut Blaine, have determined to

of any other canmcate, ag order to make 
Their aim 

has been to kill off one adidabe, after another, 
till none of the original aspirants rcomained. 
This programme has becn repeatedly described 
in these dispatches, but the convention, asa 
whole,has just awakened to a full realization of 
the negative influence whichjhas all along pre- 
vented the crystalization of sentiment and a 
nomination. The friends of all the other can- 
didates are indigeant that the cenvention 
should be thus dominated by 
an influence which, without an avowed 
candidate of its own, attempts, first, to push 
sincere candidates to the front and then defeat 
them. So much feeling has developed on this 
score that various cablegrams have been sent 
to Blaine, besides those which he is supposed 
to receive from Elkins and Phelps. Im these 
dispatches the actual condition of affairs here

THE BLAINE COUP. 

Further Itght was thrown today upon the 
attempted coup in Blaine’s interest at 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. It is true, as was tele- 
graphed last night, that a plan had 
been formulated to push Blaine’s name 
to the front on the first or second 
ballot. Alabama wes to lead the way and be 
followed by all the Blaine states in succession, 
New York joining in with fifty votes and the 
Blaino men in Pennsylvania leaving the lead- 
ership of Quay and returning to their first 
love. Even Ohio, led by Governor Foraker, 
who wants the second place on the ticket, was 
to contribute twenty or twenty-five votes to 
the grand column. All this is known, but it 
is not known why the scheme was abandoned. 
A Chicagoman, who has been empowered to 
speak for Blaine, and who is aman of good 
judgment and not a politician, was cal}ed in to 
a conference of the Blaine leaders just before 
the meeting of the convention. He was. in- 
formed of the plan in hand, and was shown a 
list of 423 sure and reliable Blaine delegates, 
or an assured majority of the whole con- 
vention. This man looked over the list, 
saw that it comprised the names of delegates 
who are here ostensibly for other candidates, 
and at once gave his dictum as follows 

“This thing must come to a stop,’ said 
he. “Mr. Blaine cannot take this ncmination 
by riding over the rigtits of any of the men now 
in the teld. He regards thein ail as his 
friends, and knows they have entered this con- 
test in good faith, believing him to be cut by 
his own act. You propose to draw delegates 
from the supporters of these men to undermine 
them, and defeat them. If you nominate him 
in this way, a cablegram will be received from 
him in twenty minutes declining the nomina- 
tion, and you will then be in a worse predica- 
ment than ever. This thing must be ianined.*

How THE © ANDIDATES STAND. 
A Feeling Among the Delegates Which May 
Result Against Blaine. 

CHIcAGo, June 24.—The_ situation § at 
this hour may be escribed as follows: 

In the convention to-morrow all the candi- 
dates will stand firm. There are no with- 
drawals. The conference of anti-Blaine men 
has agreed not to present any candidates for 
the support of the opposition. Indeed, it is 
unable to agree upon a candidate. Thereis a 
deen feeling on all sides that the “Blaine or 
bust’’ programme is‘not sanctioned by Blaine 
himself. The plan of the opposition, there- 
fore, is Simply to stand firm and wait for 
Biaine himself to speak, or for his assured rep- 
resentatives to force the issue. The 
feeling is that if Slaine does 
not settic the matter the convention will have 
to settle it, and that the convention cannot go 
honestly and sincerely about the business of 
choosing a leader as long as this B!aine spectre 
hangs over it 

THE ELKINS PROGRAMME 
is to demonstrate to the convention that none 
of the candidates now in the field can be nom- 
inated. When they are atl outof the way, or 
a dark horse is sprung on the convention, an 
effort will be made to noininaie Blaine. 

But here are the facts which tle convention 
wili face tomorrow morning: The candidates 
whom Elkins professed to have killed refuse 
to be buried. Every one of them is still in the 
race. They are in for the purpose of winning, 
if possible, and determined at all 
hazards to prevent the nomination 
of Blaine. Tomorrow the balloting 
is likely to show a mere fepetition of the bal- 
lots of Saturday. While these other candi- 
cates arein the field, ELikins will not now 
dare carry outhis programme of stampeding 
the convention, because he has heard authori- 
tatively from Blaine.

Just as soon as the present avowed candi- 
dates leave the field, and a dark horse takes 
theiz place, Blaine will be nominated. ‘The 
logic of this is easily perceived. Blaine can- 
not, in honor, take this nominaticn if it shall 
be secured by running over the candidates who 
entered the field, and did the best they could 
for themselves; but if these candidates vol- 
untarily withdraw, and a dark horse takes 
their place, go obligation rests upon Blaine as 
to the new comer who has not been a candi- 
date, and whose friends have put out no efforts 
in his behalf on the supvosition that Blaine 
was outofthe way. An effort has also been 
made by the Blaine people to get Foraker to 
stand as a dark horse, and

PLAYING AGAINST SHER MAN. 


Biaine Feels Justified in ‘Knifing the Ohio 
tefrigerator. 

Cicaco, June 24.—The arti-Blainejleaders 
are notin ignorance of these adroit tactics. 
At one moment Saturday there was some pros- 
pect of the McKinley programme succeeding, 
and John Sherman had really given the Ohio 
delegation a release from the obligation to 
himself and permission to do what it should 
seem best. The Blaine men were fanning the 
MekKinley blaze as best they could in secret, 
but they 

OVER PLAYED THE GAME 
and were detected. Then Sherman withdrew 
his withdrawal. His representatives here posi- 
tively denied that he had thought of retiring 
from the race, and the senator himsc!f is inter- 
viewed to the same effect in Washington. 

Another Elkins scheme is to force the opyjo- 
sition to unite on Sherman. This is im theory 
that Blaine could safely take the nomination 
away from Sherman, for the reason 
that the Ohio senator was a can 
di date Blaine’s first letter of 
wilhdrawal was written, as is witnessed by his 
deiand for the presidential indogseiment of 
the Ohio state convention of 1887, 
SRetetere Llaine is under no 

such obligations Sherman as to 
the candidates wis iad entered the field 
on the belief that Blaine was out. It is true 
that the Blaine men are in the majority in the 
conveniion, but many of these Blaine dele- 
gates are attached to other candidates. If 
these other candidates refuse to get out of the 
way, and they are now refusing to do so, it is 
not easy to see how Blaine can be nominated, 
or, if nominated, how he can accept. 

RESOLVED INTO A DEADLOCK. 

The situation, therefore, is in a deadlock, 
with no good feeling prevailing, and powerful 
pressure being brought to bear on Blaine by 
cable to solve the creat problem in‘so far as 
final word of his can doso. The understand- 
ing Blaine’s friends have is that he wants the 
nomination if it can be secured in a proper 
way. In the present temper of the supporters 
of the various candidates, his nomination by 
consent, or as a result of the general with- 
drawal is an in The Blaine pro 
gramme, being to deadlock the conventien, kill 
off other candidates and weary supporters, the 
opposition has adopted precisely the same tac-

Public confidence in the pacific desires of 
William II hes been strergtiened since the 
appearance on Thursday of an address dictated 
by his majesty to be read in the pulpits. The 
most notab!e passag: 's of the add-ess refe s to 
the Emperor Frederick as aiming to achieve 
great work of peace unconce! ned by the splene 
dor of the great deeds that have made the his- 
tory of Germany, desiring to be satisfied if his 
reign were beneficent to the German nation 
and useful to the country and a blessing to the 
emperor. The address further says: “God 
did not permit him to realize altogether the 
thoughts ont principles that had silently rip- 
ened in his mind, but now that he has left ug 
we must keep his nemory in honor, imploring 
God to arm the present empcror with strength 
to excercise his calling to the blessing of the 
nation.”’ This tribute to the peace sentiments 
of his father has inspired the people with the 
hope that the reign of W illiam Lf will be less 
of a militant absolutism than had beén fcared.

There 
are pure men whose presence silences the 
tongue of uncleanliness. The mightiest agent 
of good on earth isa consistent Christian. I 
like the Bible folded between lids of cloth, of 
ealfskin or morocco, but I like it better when, 
inthe shape of aman, it goes out into the 
world—a bible illustrated. Courage is beau- 
tiful to read about; butrather would I see a 
man with all the world against him contjdent 
as though all the world were for him. Pa- 
tience is beautiful to read about; but rather 
would I see a buffeted soul calmly waiting for 
the time of deliverance. Faith is beautiful to 
read about; but rather would I find a man in 
the midnight walking straight on as though 
he saw everything. Oh, how many souls have 
been turned to God by the charm of bright 
example! 

When, in the Mexican war, the troops were 
wavering, 2 general rose in his stirrups and 
dashed into the enemy’s lines, shouting, ‘Men, 
follow!”’ They, seeing his courage and dispo- 
sition, dashed on after him and gained the 
victory. What men want torally them for 
God isan example to lead them. All your 
commands toothers to advance amount to 
nothing so long as you stay behind. To affect 
them aright, you need to start for heaven 
yourself, looking back only to give the stirring 
ery of ‘“‘Men, follow!” 

Again. We may turn many to righteousness 
by prayer. There is no such detective as 
prayer, for no one can hide awayfrom it. It 
puts its hands on the shoulder of a man ten 
thousand miles off. Italightson a ship mid 
Atlantic. The little child cannot understand 
the law of electricity, or how the telegraphic 
operator, by touching the instrument 
here, may dart a message under the 
sea to another continent. nor can we, with our 
sinall intellect, understand how the touch of a 
Christian’s prayer shall instantly strike a soul 
on theother side of the earth. You take ship 
and go to some other country, and get there 
at li o’clock in the morning. You telegraph 
to New York, and the message gets here at 6 
o'clock in the same morning. In other words, 
it seems to arrive here tive hours before 
started. Like thatis prayer. God says: **D 
fore they call I will hear.’”’ To overtal 
loved one on the rvad, you may spur 
lathered steed until he shall outrace the one 
that brought the newsto Ghent; but a prayer 
shall catch it atone gallop. A boy running 
away from hoine may take the midnight train 
from the country village, and reach the sea- 
port in time to gain the ship that sails on the 
morrow; but a mother’s prayer will be on the 
deck to meet him, a in the hammock 
before he swings into it, and 
at the capstan bar before he 
winds the rope around it, and on the sea, 
against the sky, as the vessel ploughs on to- 
ward it. There is a mightiness in prayer. 
George Muller prayed a company of poor boys 
together, and thren he prayed up an asylum in 
which they might be sheltered. He turned his 
face toward Edinburgh and prayed, and there 
came a thousand pounds. He turned his face 
toward London and prayed, and there came a 
thousand pounds. He turned his face toward 
Dublin and prayed, and there came a thousand 
pounds. The breath of Ellijah’s prayer blew 
all the clouds off the sky, and it was dry 
weather. The breath of Elijah’s prayer blew 
all the clouds together, and it was wet 
weather. Prayer, in Daniel's time, walked 
the cave asa lion-tamer. It reached up and 
took the sun by its golden bit, and stopped it. 
We have ail yet. to try the full power of 
prayer. The time will come when the Ameri- 
can church will pray with its face 
toward the west, and all the prairies and in- 
land cities will surrender to God; and will 
pray with face toward the sea, and all the 
is!ands and ships will become Christian. Par- 
ents who have wayward sons will get-down on 
their knees and say: ‘‘Lord, send my boy 
home," and the boy in Canton shall get right 
up from the gambling table, and go dow nj to 
the wharf to find out which ohip starts first tor 
America. 

Not one of us yet knows how to pray. All 
tre have done as yet has only been pottering. 
and guessing, and experimenting. A boy gets 
hold of his father’s saw and hammer, and tries 
to make something, but it is a poor aifair that 
he makes. The father comes* and takes the 
same saw and hammer, and builds the house 
orthe ship. In the childhood of our Christian 
faith, we make but poor work with these weap- 
ons of prayer, but when we come to the stat- 
ure of men in Christ Jesus, then under 
these jmplements, the tempie of 
Got, will rise, and the world’s re- 
demption will be launched, God cares not for 
the length of our prayers or the number oi our 
prayers, or the beauty of our prayers, oF the 
place of our prayers, brit it is the faith in them 
that tells. DKelieving prayer soars higher than 
the lark ever sang, plunges deeper than diving 
bell ever sank: darts quicker than lightning 
ever flashed. Though we have used only the 
back of this weapon instead of the edge, what 
marvels have been wrought! If saved we are 
all the captives some earnest prayer. 
Would God that, in aesire for the resene of 
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souls we might in prayer lay ho!d of the re- 
sources of the Lord omnipotent. 

© May turn many to righteousness by 
Christian admenition. Do not wait until you 
can make a formal speech. Address the 
one next to you. You will not go 
home alone today. Between this and 
your place of stopping you may decide the 
eternal destiny of an immortal spirit. Just 
one sentence may do the work. Just one ques- 
tion. Justone look. The formal talk that 
begins with a sigh, and ends with a canting 
snuiiie is not what is wanted, but the heart- 
throb of a man in dead earnest. There is not 
@ soul on earth that you may not bring to God 
if you rightly goat it. They said Gibraltar 
could not be taken. It is a rock, sixteen hun- 
dred feet high and three miles long. But the 
Enz'sh and Dutch did take it. Artillery, and 
sappers,and miners, and fleets pouring out 
volleys of death, and thousans of men, reckless 
of danger, can do anything. The stoutest 
heart of sin, thorgh it be rock, and surrounded 
by an ocean of transgression, under Christian 
bombardment may be made to hoist the flag of 
redemption. 

But is all this admonition, and prayer, and 
Christian work for nothing? My text prom- 
fses to all the faithful eternal lustre. ‘They 
that turn many to righteousness shal! shine as 
the stars forever.”’ 

_As stars, the redeemed have a borrowed 
light. What makes Mars, and Venus, and Ju- 
piter so luminous? When the sun throws 
down his torch in the heavens, the stars pick 
up the scattered brands and hold them in pro- 
cession as the queen of night approaches; so 
all Christian workers, standing around the 
throne, will shine in the light borrowed from 
the Son of Kighteousness—Jesus in their faces, 
Jesus in their songs, Jesus in their triumph. 

Christ left heaven once for a tour of redemp- 
tion on earth, yet the gloritied ones knew He 
would come back again. But let Him abdicate 
His throne, and go awey to stay forever, the 
music would stop; the congregation disperse ; 
the temples of God be darkened; the rivers of 
light stagnate; and every chariot would 
become a hearse, and every bell would 
toli, and there would not be room on the 
hill sides to bury the dead of the great metrop- 
olis, for there would be pestilence in heaven. 
But.Jesus lives, and so all the redeemed live 
with Him. He shall recognize them as His 
comrades in earthly toil, and remember what 
they did forthe honor of His name, and for 
the spread of His kingdom. All their prayers 
and tears and work will rise before Him as He 
looks into their faces, and He will divide His 
kingdom with them; His peace—their peace ; 
ILis holiness—their holiness; His joy—their 
joy. The glory of the central throne reflected 
from the surrounding thrones, the last spot of 
sin struck from the Christian orb, and tbe en- 
tire nature atremble and a fiash with light, 
they shal) shine as the stars for ever and ever. 

Again: Christian workers shall be like the 
stars in the fact that they havea light inde- 
pendent of each other. Look up at the night, 
and see each world show its distinct glory. It 
is notlike the contiagration, in which you 
cannot tell where one flame stops and another 
begins. Neptune, Herschel and Mercury are 
as distinct as if each one of them were the 
only star; so our individualism will not be lost 
in heaven. A great multitude—yet each one 
as observable, as distinctly recognized, as 
greatly ceiebrated, as if in all the space, from 
gate to gate, and from hill to hill, he were the 
only inhabitant; no mixing up—no mob—no 
indiscriminate rush; each Christian worker 
standing out ilustrious—all the story of earth- 
ly achievement adhering to each one; his self- 
denials, and pains, and services, and victories 
published. Before men went out to the last 
war, the orators told them that they would all 
be remembered by their country, and their 
names be commemorated in poetry and in 
song; but gotothe graveyard in Richmond, 
and you will tind there six thousand 
graves, over each one of which is the inscrip- 
tion, ‘‘Unknown.”’ The world does not re- 
member its heroes; but there will be unrecog- 
nized Christian workers in heaven. Each one 
known by all; grandly known; known by ac- 
clamation; all the past story of work for God 
gleaming in cheek, and brow, and foot, and 
palm. “They shall shine with distinct light as 
the stars, for ever and ever. 

Again: Christian workers shall shine like 
the stars in clusters. In looking up, you find 
the worlds in family circies. Brothers and sis- 
ters—they take hold of each other’s hands and 
dance in groups. Orion in a group. The 
Pleiades ina group. The solar system is only 
a company of children, with bright faces, gath- 
ered around one great fireplace. The worlds 
do not straggle oif. They goin squadrons and 
ficets, sailing through immensity. 

So Christian workers in heaven will dwell 
in neighborhoods and clusters. I am sure that 
some people I will like in heaven a great deal 
better than others. Yonderis a constellation 
of stately Christains. They lived on earth by 
rigid rule. They never laughed. They walk- 
ed every hour ganxious lest they should lose 
their dignity. But they loved God; and yon- 
der they shine in brilliant constellation. Yet 
I shali not long to get into that particular 
group. Yonder is a constellation of small- 
hearted Christians—asteroids in the eternal 
astronomy. While some souls go up from 
Christian battle, and blaze like Mars, these 
asteroids darta feeble ray like Vesta. Yonder 
is a constellation of martyrs, of aposties, of 
patriarchs. Our souls, as they go up to 
heaven, will seek out the most 
congenial society. Yonder is a 
constellation almost merry with the play 
of light. On earth they were full of sym- 
pathies and songs, and tears, and raptures, 
and congratulations. When they prayed their 
words took fire; when they sang the tune could 
not hold thein; when they wept over a world’s 
woes, they sobbed as if heart broken; when 
they worked for Christ they tlamed with en- 
thusiasm. Yonder ihey are—circle of light! 
constellation of joy! galaxy of fire! Oh, that 
you and I, by that grace which can transform 
the worst into the best, might at last sail in 
the wake of that fleet, and wheel in that glori- 
ous groun, as the stars for ever and ever! 

Again: Christian workers will shine like 
the stars in swiftness of motion. The worlds 
do not stop to shine. There are no fixed stars 
save as to relatiye position. The star most 
thoroughly fixed flies thousands of miles a 
minute. Theastronomer, using his telescope

to world-crag, and finds no 

: standing still, The chamois htnter 
has to fly to catch his prey, but nct so swift is 
his gamc as that which the scientist tries te 
shoot through the tower of observatory. Like 
petrels mid-Atlantic, that seem to come from 
no shore, and be bound to no landing place,fiy- 
ing, tlying, so these great tlocks of worlds rest 
not as they 
forever amd ev 
prey, but we 
You have notice 
horse, under whi iniles slip like a 
smooth ribbon, and as he passes, the four hoofs 
strike the carth in s quick beat your pulses 
take the same but all these things 
are not swift ii nparison with the motion of 
which I speak. The moon moves fifty-four 
thousand mites in a. day. Yonder, 

Neptune fiashes on eleven thousand miles 
inan hour. Yonder Mercury goes cne hun- 
dred and nine thousand miles in an hour. So 
like the stars the Christian worker shall shine 
in swiftness of moticn. You hear now of father 
or mother or child sick one thousand miles 
away, and it takes you two days to get to 
them. You hear of some case of sutfering 
that demands your immediate attention, but 
ittakes you an hour to get there. Oh the 
joy when you shall, in fulfilment of the text, 
take starry speed, and be equal to one hundred 
thousand miggs an hour. Having on earth got 
used to Christian work, you will not quit when 
death strikes you. You will only take on 
more velocity. Thereisadying childin Lon- 
don, and its spirit must be taken up to God: 
vou are there in an instant to do it. There is

To weigh them one would think that it 
would require seales with 3 pillar hund reds of 
thousands of milés high, and chaias hundreds 
of thousands of miies long, and at the bottom 
of the chains basins on either side hundreds of 
thousands of miles wide, and that then Om- 
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nipotence alone could put the mountains into | 


the scales and the hills into the balance. 
But puny man has beq@ equal to the 
undertaking, aud has seta“ little balance on 
his etry, and weighed world against 
Yea, he has pulled out his measuring 
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line, and announced that Herschel is thirty- 
six thousand miles in diameter, Saturn seven- 
ty-nine thousand miles in diameter, and Ju- 
piter eighty-nine thousand miles in diameter, 
and that the smallest pearl on the beach of 
beaven is immense beyon! all imagination. 
Soallthey who have toiled for Christ on 
earth shall rise up to a magnitude of privilege, 
and a magnitude of strength, and a magnitude 
of holiness, and a magnitnde of joy; and the 
weakest saint in glory become greater than ail 
that we can now imagine of an archangel. 

Brethren, it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be. Wisdom that shall know every- 
thing; wealth that shall possess everything; 
strepgth that shall do everything; glory that 
shall circumscribe everything! We shall not 
be like a taper set in a sick man’s window, or 
a bundle of sticks kindled on the beach to 
warm a shivering crew; but you must take the 
diameter and the circumference of the world 
if you would get any idea of the greatness of 
our estate when we shall shine as the stars for 
ever and ever. 

Lastly—and coming to this point my mind 
almost breaks down under the contemplation 
—like the stars, all Christian workers shall 
shine in duration. The same stars that look 
down upon us looked down upon the Chaldean 
shepherds. The meteor that I saw flashing 
across the sky the other night, I wonder if it 
was not the same one that pointed down to 
where Jesus lay in the manger, and if, having 
pointed out His birthplace, it has ever since 
been wandering through the heavens, 
watching to see how the world would treat 
liim. When Adam awoke in the 
garden, in the coo) of the day, 
ne saw coming out through the 
dusk of the evening the same worlds that 
greeted us on our way to church tonight. 

In Independence hall is an old cracked bell 
that sounded the signature of the declaration 
of independence. You cannot ring it now; 
hut this great chime of silver bells that strike 
in the dome of night ring out with as sweeta 
tone as when God swung them at the creation. 
Look wp at night, and know that the white 
lilies that bloom in all the hanging gardensof 
our King are century plants—not blooming 
once in a hundred years, but through all the 
centuries. 

The star at which the mariner looks tonight 
was the light by which the ships of Tarnish 
were guided across the Mediterranean, and the 
Venetian flotilla found its way into Lepanto. 
Their armor is as bright tonight as when, in 
ancient battle, the stars in their courses fought 
against Sisera. To the ancients the stars were 
symbols of eternity. 

But here the figure of my text breaks down 
—not in defeat, butin the majesties of the 
judgment. The stars shail not shine forever. 
The Bible says they shall fall like autumnal 
leaves. It is almost impossible for a man to 
take in a courser going a mile im 
three minutes; but God shall take 
in the worlds, flying a hundred thousand miles 
an hour, by one pull of his little finger. As, 
when the factory band slips at night-fall from 
the main wheel, all thesmalier wheels slacken 
their speed, and with slower and slower m0o- 
tion they turn until they eome to a full stop, 
so this great machinery of the universe, wheel 
within wheel, making revolution of appalling 
speed, shall bythe touch of God’s hand slip 
the bandfof present law and slacken and stop. 
That is'what will be thé matter with the 
mountains. The chariots in which 
they ride shall halt so suddenly that 
the kings shall be thrown out. = Star 
after star shall ba — carried out to 
burial amid furneral torches and burn- 
ing worlds. Constellations shall throw ashes 
on their heads, and all up and down the high- 
ways of space, there shall be mourning,imourn- 
ing, mourning, because the worlds are dead. 
But the Christian workers shall never quit 
their thrones—they shall reign forever and 
ever. If, by some invasion from hell, the at- 
tempt were made to carry them off into cap- 

ivity from Heaven, the souls they have saved 
would rally for their defense, and all the 
angels of God would strike with their scepters, 
and the redeemed, on white horses of victory, 
would ride down the foe, and all the steep of 
the sky would resound with the crash of the 
overwhelmed cohorts tumbled headlong out of 
heayen.

In the Interest of Debtors. 

A recent act of congress will afford in- 
finite satisfaction to many debtors who have 
been insulted and annoyed through the 
mails by their angry creditors. 

Postmaster General Dickinson has just 
issued an order in which he notifies post- 
masters that on June 18th the president ap- 
proved an act with the following provisions: 

“And all matter otherwise mailable by law upon 
the envelope or outside cover or wrapper of which, 
or postal card, upon which indecent, lewd, lasciv- 
ious, obscene, libelous, scurrilous or threatening de- 
linestions, epithets, terms, or language, or reflecting 
injuriously npon the character or conduct of an- 
other may be written or printed, are hereby de- 
clared to be non-mailable matter.” 

The punishment for violating this law is 
fixed ata fine of not legs than $100 or more 
than $5,000, or imprisonment at hard Jabor 
for not less than one year or more than ten 
years, or both, at the discretion of the 
court, for each and every offense. Postoftice 
employes are made liable to the punishment 
for knowingly handling such matter. 

The postmaster general says in his order: 

“‘Any posval cards, or any other matter upon the 
envelope or outside cover of which appears any- 
thing which reflects injurious!y to the person ad- 
dressed, or any one else, or upon his character or 
conduct, or is plainly calculated to injure his feel- 
ings or reputation, or bring him into discredit, or 
which threatens him, will be excluded. Anything 
in the nature of an offensive or threatening dun, 
apparent upon an envelope, outside cover or postal 
card, or conveying the suggestion that such dun is 
inclosed, will be excluded ag non-mailable under 
this aet.”’ 


This is a sweeping order, but it is all 
right. Whena creditor wants to threaten 
or insult a debtor, he should do it to his 
face, and not get the employes of the gov- 
ernment to deliver his message. 

But out in Chicago creditors have a method 
of collecting debits which is fully as bad as 
the reprehensible postal card system. They 
send outa man with a cart, on which is 
printed the sign: “Bad debts collected.” 

’ When this cart ‘stops at a man’s door, it 
brings him into such notoriety that he gen- 
erally scrapes up enough money to pay his 
bill, Sometimes, however, the cart stops 
at the wrong door, and a good citizen is in- 
jured.. Occasionally the debtor loses his 
temper, and then the driver of the cart gets 
roughly handled. One of these offensive 
dunners was half killed by a Chicago law- 


- yer, and the jury decided that he was prop- 


erly p@nished. It is the opinion of good 
lawyers that-a suit for personal damages 
would stand against any creditor who re- 
eorts to such methods of collecting. 

Persons who are not willing to run the 


* risk of collecting the bills due them, ina 


decent and legitimate way, should limit 
themselves to a cash business, and give 
credit to nobody. They have no right to 


disturb the peace of the community simply 


because they have shown bad judgment in 
the conduct of their business.

Judge Terrell might very well have omitted 
the sentence about humbling the pride of 
Mexico, but it is a difficult matter to satisfy 
our neighbors south of the Rio Grande. 
They firmly believe that they are able to 
hold their own against us, and whenever 
we indulge in our usua) style of spread- 
eagle oratory they are going to flare up and 
revive their old hatreds and prejudices. 
The Mexicans are too sensitive.

The recent state temperance convention, 
held in this city, passed a resolution in favor 
of statutory prohibition. This, of course, 
makes the question an issue in the legisla- 
tive races. 

The answers are- beginning to come in, 
and, curiously enough, the most significant 
one comes from the senatorial district rep- 
resented in the last legislature by Mr. 
Pringle. That district is composed of 
Hancock, Baldwin and Washington coun- 
ties. Hancock and Baldwin have both re- 
affirmed their belief in prohibition by sec- 
ond verdicts at the polls, and Washington 
county, as the home of Mr. Pringle, is se- 
eurely ‘‘dry.”’ 

It is Baldwin’s turn to furnish the sena- 
tor. Colonel J. J. Whitfield announced 
himself as a candidate. Knowing that 
Colonel Whitfield had voted against prohi- 
bition, his candidacy was at once 
antagoniged. by Mr. Miller Grieve, 
on behalf of the  prohibitionists. 
Mr. Grieve’s name wes -withdrawn, and 
that of Mr, Latimer substituted, because of 
his personal strength in Hancock, Thusa 
bitter ‘‘wet and dry”’ fight was injected 
into democratic politics. 

Iiancock county led off in opposition to 
this course, and insisted that a candidato’s 
democracy should riot be measured by his 
vote on prohibition. The Ishmaelite, a 
strong prohibliion advocate, wrote against 
the introduction of such a disturbing gues- 
tion. All over the three counties the ex- 
pression was so clear that in the Baldwin 
mass meeting, on Saturday, Mr. Latimer re- 
tired from the race, and Colonel Whitfield 
was nominated. 

This ineident in the legislative race is 
certainly suggestive.

A Domestic Tragedy in South Carolina—The 
Coroner's Inquest. 
GREENVILLE, S. C., June 24.-—[Special.]--A 
well-known colored school teacher, of this 
city, named J. P. Ashmore, was suddenly 
taken with cramp colic Wednesday night, and 
died before the services of a physician could 
be procused. The attack was a very severe 
one, and since there haye been developments 
which have aroused the suspicion of his friends, 
and they requested that a coroner’s inquest be 
held. tt had been whispered that he had been 
poisoned by his wife, and to satisfy the doubt 
existing as to the cause of the death, Ceroner 
McBee held an inquést over the body of the 
deceased.

They will use this request 
upon the ground that Colonel Kube Armo!d, 
the senior counsel for the defense, is ill, and 
that his associates are not willing to proceed in 
his absence, Colonel Arnold has been very 
sick and_is now at the springs secking a restir- 
ation of health’ It will be impossible for him 
to appearin court for several weeks.

The Central Presbyterian Church. 

Dr. Strickler preached an unusually inter- 
esting sermon at the Central Presbyterian church 
yesterday morning from the lith chapter of Mat- 
thew, 23ti to 30th verses: ‘“‘Come unto me ail ye that 
Jabor and are heavy laden and I will give you rest, 
Take my yoke upon you, and learn of me; for I am 
meek ani lowly in heart, and ye shall find rest un- 
to yoursouls, For my yoke is easy and my burden 
is light.”’ 

I suppose there is noone present that to a greater 
or less degree, but desire to have this rest. There 
fre none but what are under some burden, the bur- 


. den of afiliction, bereavement, sorrow, the burden 


of fear, sin and guilt. Thereis not one present who 
is not laboring under some such burden, and none 
but what desire some such relief; and receiy- 
ing such relief would have occasion to 
sing for joy. Many persons, however, and mary 
Christians there are to whom it has never occurred, 
that this reliefis possible here, and do not expect 
this relief here. but expect itin the future worid. 
Many there are wo seek rclief from their burdens, 
but the only @ief from these burdens is through 
our Savior, for he says, “Come unto me all ye that 
Jabor and are Leavy Jladen.’’ He makesno excep- 
tions as to persons or the nature of the burden, but 
He will relieve you of your burdens—will do it now 
—notin the future. Now surely, if thereis any 
passage inthe Scriptures that ought to arrest our 
at'ention or one for us to study, it 1s this, 

First. If we obtain this rest, we must go to 
Christ; but the wajority of men seek 
this rest in some other way — change 
of plece; change of pursuits; think if they could 
only change their Circumstances; could only sur- 
round themselves with dillerent comforts from what 
they have, that they could find rest. Some seek it 
in the study of the sciences, somein religions rites 
and ceremonies. Ali the activi .y which we see con- 
trol men is only the seeking to get md of some _ bur- 
den, and in getting rid of some burdenin this way 
they get others ecually as greatin the place. The 
simple fact is that there isno plaee in this whole 
universe that can saye us from these burdeus; noth- 
ing that can say, “Come unto meal! ye that labor 
aud are heavy laden, and I wijll give you rest.” 
Philosophy cannot say it; the Lord Jesus Christalone 
can gay it, and even before the berinning 
of the universe he said it even commits himsclf to 
the promise to bestow this blessing upon all who 
come unto him, The Christian testifies to the truth 
of this promise, for they have found it, Then the 
thing we oucht to do to obtain this rest isto go to 
the Lord Jesus Christ, 

Second. We mist take his yoke unon us, come 
under his control, his authoity, to obtain this rest, 
He does not propose to give us this rest by loosing 
us from his control, his authority, but by our taking 
bis yoke upon us, and taking upon us his yoke, 
what government would he exercise over us? Le 
would break down the government under which 
we now liye and build up within us a government 
of truth and  =honesiy, destroy’ the old 
government and establish a new one 
and thus give us that rest, mustit not havea pow- 
erful tendeney to give us rest, by taking us from 
under an evil government, and putting us under 
his government. If we go tothe Lord Jesus Christ, 
He will give us this rest, overturning all that jou 
now rest under. 

Those who goto Christ,and take up this yoke, 
must also. learn of him, for he says “I am meek and 
lowly in heart.” and if you go te Christ aud learn 
and learn of Him, you will find rest. 

One burden under which we all rest, is the bur- 
den of afiiiction, for whois it thas has not suffered 
thus, as he says, ‘every heart knoweth its own bit- 
te ness.” If we realize as He teaches, that these 
Qfilictions are necessary to us, to give 
us this rest, that they are for our benefit here 
and hereafter, that they ‘‘will work for us a 
far more exceeding weight of glory,” then we will 
have all strength to bear up under them. If we 
gllow ourselves to be controlled by such teachings, 
ourcht we not to be wel! sutisiied, and if we go to the 
Lord Jesus Christ we will find that these are his 
teaching and that he will give us graceand strength 
to bear up underall athictions, and will we not 
have rest if he tells us that these afflictions are best 
for us, and we will secure this rest if we yield to 
him.

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DIED OF APOPLEXY. - 
The Particulars of Mr. W. H. 
Parsons’s Sudden Death. 


Stricken Down Without the Slichtest Warn 
ing—Mr. Simpson Deseribes How 
It Happened. 


At 6:30 o'clock yesterday morning a special 

train came inon the Western and Atlantic 
railroad from Marietta. This train brought 
the mortal remains of Mr, W. H. Parsons, 
whose death occurred at 8 o’clock the morning 
before. Accompaning the body were Captain 
Henry Jackson, Colonel Renfroe, Mr. Henry 
Harris, Mr. O. F. Simpson, Mr. Charles Swift, 
of Atlanta, and Mr. E. K. Hodgson, of Athens. 
The body was, upon the arrival of the train, 
taken in. charge by Mr. Charles Swift and con- 
veyed to his undertaker’s establishment. Sub- 
sequently itwas removed to the residence of 
the deceased, corner of Mitche] street and 
Capito] avenue. 
The story of the sudden death, as told briefly 
In yesterday’s ConstTiTuTION, carricd sorrow 
into many households where Mr. Parsons was 
beloved. 

During the day the residence was visited by 
many friends of the family whocame to offer 
condolence. ‘The body lay in a coffin in the 
frontroom. The expression of the face was 
placid and life-like. 

Mr. O. F. Simpson was with Mr. Parsons 
when he died and he gives this account 
of the dreadful event: “It was de- 
cided some time ago by Mr. E. R. Hodgson and 
Mr. Charlie Griffith, of Athens, to getup a 
little party to go to the mountains and enjoy 
trout fishing for a week or ten days. Mr. 
Hodgson was a classmate of Mr. Parsons and 
they were intimate friends. The party was 
made up as a compliment to Mr. 
Varsons and he was the guest. Last 
Tuesday morning Mr. Parsons, myself 
and little John Speer left Atlanta for Gaines- 
ville. There we met Mr. Hodgson and Mr. 
Griffith, who were equipped with a complete 
tenting outfit. We proceeded by private con- 
veyance to Dahlonega, where we were joined 
by the cther member of the party, Captain 
Hodgson. It was expected that Mrs. Hodgson 
would accompany nus, but for some reason she 
did not go. We left Dahlonega and went 
through Cooper’s gap into Fannin county. We 
pitched our tents near the banks of a moun- 
tain stream and prepared to whip the brooks 
for trout. This was Thursday. I was with 
Mr. Parsons most of the time. We shared the 
Same tent. Friday we spent in fishing and 
had great success. Saturday morning early we 
prepared for another day’s sport. After eating 
breakfast we started up the stream with our 
fishing reds. Some of our party had preceded 
us. 1 was following 4 mountaineer, who acted 
as our guide, and behind me walked Mr. Par- 
sons, aud another gentleman brought up the 
rear, We were single file, ascending the gen- 
tle slope of a mountain. As we walked we 
chatted pleasantly. Isuppose we had gone 
something over a mile and a halfin this way. 
Mr. Parsons had made a remark about the 
clouds clearing away, and he said he expected 
good sport. 1 heard a noise, as if something 
had fallen, and at once turned to see what had 
happened. Mr. Parsons was lying upon 
the ground, his head being several 
feet higher than the rest of his 
body. He was lying on his side. When I 
reached him, which was ina few seconds, I 
hastily loosened his necktie and collar, opened 
his vest and turned him over on his back. He 
gave one gasp, and I cuckly feared that he 
had been attacked by apoplexy. The moun- 
taineer I dispatched tothe creek fora hat of 
water, and 1 dampened his face with the dew 
from a bunch of leaves. All this time he 
showed not the faintest signs of life. I felt his 
pulse, and placed one hand over his heart, but 
failed to detect the slightest pulsation. I 
feared he had expired. After he fell till he 
died he gave only four gasps. Death must 
have come as swiftly as a lightning 
bolt. He died & painless death. 
Of course it was a fearful shock to me. With- 
outa moment’s delay J hurried off the two 
mountaineers—J. E. Newberry and William 
Watkins—sending one back to camp and the 
other up the stream for members of our party 
who had preceded us, 1t was at least two 
hours before they returned. Lieutenant 
Fiodgson quickly constructed a litter and it 
proved effective. On this stretcher we placed 
the dead body and it remained upon it tillit 
was carried to Swift’s underiaker’s place. 
The stretcher was placed in a@ wagon and 
taken to Elijay, Mr. Hodgson and Mr. Grif- 
fith remaining with it all the time. They 
and the others did everything possible in the 
emergency. I hastened to Elijay im advance, 
so that I could communicate with parties 
in Atlanta, lIreached there shortly after 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, and immediately 
sent telegraphic dispatches to Dr. A. W. Ca!- 
houn, Captain Harry Jackson and Mr. Frank 
E. Block, telling them’ briefly of the sudden 
death of Mr. Parsons, which I should say took 
piace a few minutes before & o’clock, Ire- 
ceived no answer to these telegrams. I ex- 
pected to wire the details had I got a message, 
but none came, so all I could do was to try 
and make arrangements to get the body to At- 
lanta as soon as possible. I communicated 
with the officials of the North Georgia railroad, 
and succeded in getting a train t» come from 
Jasper to Elijay. But for this the remains 
could not have been brought to Atlanta ti]! to- 
day. The body reached Elijay last night, and 
soon after we came down to Marietia with it 
and met the party from Atlanta. We reached 
the city this morning. Tihie oiher members of 
the party disbanded: they were too greatly 
shocked to think of continuing the camp. It 
was to me a severe shock, and I shail not soon 
recover fromit. Mr. Parsons had been with 
me on many similar expeditions. He was a 
charming companion incamp. He was the 
life of the crowd ; was full of resource, and never 
shirked any duty, but was always ready to do 
his part. Hewasinall respecis one of the 
most lovable men [ ever knew.”’ 

Dr. Redwine made an examination of the 
body soon after it arrived. His verdict was 
that apoplexy undoubtedly caused death. He 
said: “Some have expressed the belief that 
it was heart disease, but I am convinced that 
it was apoplexy. Had it been heart disease 
there would have been premonitions showing 
that the organ was affected. Butin cases of 
sudden death from apoplexy there are no pre- 
monitory signs. The bloyy is as sudden and as 
deadly asa bullet piercing the brain. A por 
plexy attacks persons of fullhabit who are in 
perfect health. In fact it may be said that an 
excess of health sometimes causesethese A}90- 
plectic strokes.”
